ANNOUNCER:  Our  National  Forest  System  is  one  of  the  world* s largest, 

and  it’s  the  worlds  greatest  publicly  owned  forest  system.  What  makes 
our  National  Forests  particularly  outstanding  among  the  public  forests 
of  the  world  is  the  system  of  administration  which  the  United  States 
Forest  Service  has  built  up  over  the  last  thirty  years , which  provides 
for  continuous  and  wise  use  of  all  the  forest  resources  in  the  public 
interest  and  for  the  public  good.  Under  this  system,  the  timber  which 
provides  lumber  fpr  our  homes  and  wood  for  many  industries,  the  waters 
sheds  which  are  behind  our  power  resources  and  our  domestic  water  supplies, 
the  forage  on  the  open  ranges  within  the  forests,  the  wildlife  which  the 
forest  harbors,  the  countless  recreational  opportunities  which  the  forest 
provides,  and  the  many  other  forest  values  and  benefits,  are  all  coodinated 
in  a carefully  worked  out  plan  of  management  for  the  national  forest 
area  as  a whole.  This  system  of  management  is  what  foresters  call 
ttmultiple  use,”  Rather  than  devote  a forest  area  exclusively  to 
producing  lumber,  exclusively  to  harboring  game,  or  to  recreation  alone, 
it  seeks  to  provide  for  all  these  uses  with  a plan  of  management  that 
represents  the  best  use  of  the  entire  forest  area,  always  with  the  aim 
of  serving  the  best  interests,  economic,  social,  and  inspirational,  of 
the  local  communities  and  of  the  Nations.

"With  fall  planting  now  in. full  swing  in  many  parts  of  the  country,*5  it 
says.  ” all  previous  annual  records  for  tree  planting  on  National  Forest 
lands  will  be  smashed  this  yearQ 

"It  is  estimated  that  1935  totals  will  show  more  than  222  million  young 
trees  planted  on  approximately  324,000  acres  within  the  National  Forests,. 
This  triples  the  planting  figures  for  1934 0 The  gigantic  planting  program 
has  provided  employment  for  thousands  from  the  relief  rolls,  foresters 
explain.-,  The  major  part  of  the  preparatory  nursery  labor  has  been  done  by. 
youths  of  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps®  Present  planting  operations  also 
utilize  COO  labor,  plus  that  of  large  numbers  of  men  employed  under 
emergency  relief  allotments.,  By  far  the  larger  amount  of  planting  is  being 
carried  out  on  devastated  and  cut-over  lands  east  of  the  Great  Plains, 
most  of  which  have  been  acquired  by  the  Forest  Service  in  the  past  few 
years  as  a part  of  its  forest  rehabilitation  program*  But  the  end  of  the 
year  will  show  substantial  National  Forest  plantings  accomplished  in  all 
the  forest  regions  of  the  country,," 

Well,  with  big  jobs  like  that  going  on  in  the  National  Forests,  I wonder 

if  our  young  Ranger  friend,  Jerry,  is  ever  going  to  get  any  time  off  for
